PACIFIC NORTHWEST BIBLIOGRAPHIC CENTER Use made by Montana libraries of the services 

of the Pacific Northwest Bibli^raphic Center 
continued to rise during the year which ended June 30, 1972. ibf a total of*"^^171 requests 
received from the five participating states during that year, Montana libra^es generated 
3,448, or 11.06 percent for the region. As an indication of_rhe growth i^^use of PNBC , 
Newsletter readers are reminded that only 21,213 requests were received at the Center in 
the year which ended June 30, 1971, and only 17,766 during the year which ended June 30, 
1969. 

Because Montana's share of the Center's support comes from the several libraries which 
were members for many years before the recent reorganization and from LSCA Title II funds 
from the State Library, PNBC services are available to all Montana residents through their 
public, academic, or special libraries, or through the State Library.
